JERUSALEM, (JTA)—Modern 
detectives of archaelogy have shed 
light on a murder committeed 2,- 
500 years ago and related in the 
Bible. 

The court martial of a Jewish 
general for complicity in the mur- 
der of the prophet Uriahu—a 
murder mentioned in the Book of 
Jeremiah—among other charges, 
has been partly reconstructed 
through the translation of ancient 
Hebrew potsherds. 

“The letters dealing with these 
matters provide us with the back- 
ground of a highly important chap- 
ter of the Old Testament and the 
history of religion,” according to 
Prof. Harry Torczyner, of the He- 
brew University, who prepared the 
translation. 

The letters appear to be records 
of a trial of Hoshaajahu, command- 
er of a place near Lachisch, sent 
to Ja’ush, commander of the Wes- 
tern Hebrew army and governor 
of the Lachisch fortress. The mil- 
itary court was in session just be- 
fore the destruction of the fortress 
by Nebuchadnezzar in 588 B. C. 

The potsherds are part of a find 
made by Prof. I. L. Starkey, head 
of the British Wellcome Expedi- 
tion to' the Near East in 1935 at 
TulADuweit, midway between He- 
bron and Gaza, in excavations on 
the site of Lachisch. The final 
translations of the letters will be 
published shortly in England.

been wnitten to a certain Ja’ush 
during the latter period of the war 
between the Assyrians and the 
Jews, a short time before the de- 
struction of Jerusalem. 

“Ja’ush appears to have been 
the governor of Lachisch fortress 
and commandant of the Western 
army. The writer of the letters 
was Hoshaajahu, the commandant 
of a smaller place in the vicinity. 

“The letters had been found in 
an open room on one side of the 
fortress tower, which we at first 
had taken for a guards’ room. In 
the meantime, however, both 
Starkey and I, although we pro- 
ceeded from different angles, have 
been led to the same conclusion, 
viz. that the room was used for 
Court proceedings. 

“The letters which were in this 
room and which all have to do 
with the shortcomings and the 
excuse of the above mentioned 
Hoshaajahu, would appear to be 
nothing else but the remains of the 
official files of the last military 
court which was in session immed- 
iately before its conquest and de- 
struction by Nebuchadnezzar in 
588 B. C. 

“Thus it is explained how it 
comes that the letters were written 
over a period of several years. 
Among he charges against Hosha- 
ajahu, against which he defends 
himself, was apparently also that 
of having contributed to the mur- 
der of the prophet Uriahu, of which 
we have an account from Jere- 
miah.” 
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Harvard Gets 
Gift of 2,283 
Hebrew Books 


CAMBRIDGE, (NCJC) — Virt- 
ually covering the entire field of 
ancient Hebrew learning, a gift of 
2283 rare Hebrew works from Rab- 
bi H. G. Enelow’s collection of the 
Jewish Theological Seminary of 
America has been given to Har- 
vard University by Lucius N. Lit- 
tauer, famous Jewish Philanthrop- 
ist of New York, it was announ 
here. 

The Jewish benefactor has made 
contributions to Harvard before. 
In 1935 he donated $2,000,000 for 
the establishment of a Graduate 
School of Business Administration. 
In 1929 he gave a collection of 
12,000 rare Hebrew books and man- 
uscripts, and in 1925, he establish- 
ed the Nathan Littauer Professor- 
ship of Jewish Literature and 
Philosophy as a memorial to his 
father. 

The collection will give Harv- 
ard’s Library pre-eminence in the 
field of post-Biblical literature and 
will greatly increase the effective- 
ness of the Professorship given in 
memory of his father. 

Among the items in the collec- 
tion is the earliest work printed 
in Hebrew, an edition of the for- 
mer prophets, Joshua, Judges, 
Samuel, and Kings, produced in 
1494 in Leiria, Portugal, as well 
as volumes of Psalms and Pro- 
verbs, printed in Naples in 1486 
and 1487. 

The volume of Proverbs is the 
first edition of this book ever 
printed in Hebrew and is accom- 
panied by a commentary, never 
reprinted, by Immanuel of Rome 
contemporary of Dante and great- 
est Jewish Poet in Italy. 

{The late Rabbi 
was a personal friend of Mr. Lit- 
tauer’s and had one of the coun- 
try’s leading collection of Hebrew 
literature. His will left the whole 
library to the Jewish Thewlogical 
Seminary of America.

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Religious Instruction In Schools A Certainty 


T HE time is approaching when religious in- 
struction will become a regular part of public 
school curriculum, Anyone in touch with the 

trend in the educational field can safely say that 

it is only a question of time before religious in- 
struction will be as common in grade schools as 
reading or writing. 

_ According to present indications, it seems 
that, the disagreement is not so much with the 
importance of religion as a factor in the spirit- 
ual upbringing of the child, but with the means 
by which this essential of life can be imparted 
without infringing on constitutional guarantees. 

The latest convert to religious instruction is 

Benjamin Veit, assistant superintendent of New 

York City schools. “I urge all of you to give 

the problem of religious instruction great 

thought,” he told the Jewish Teachers Associa- 
tion of New York. “I do not want to say at 
this time whether an hour for religious train- 
ing should be given during school hours or after 
school, but lend your support to those working 
for a solution. Work with those who feel that 


a democracy cannot persist unless there are 
spiritual values imbibed by children while they 
are still young”. 


Under the present arrangement, children 


- would be excused at a certain period to attend 


classes where instruction would be given in their 
particular denomination by competent teachers, 
not a part of the school system, whose salary 
will be taken care of by the religious group they 
represent. 

Naturally there are opponents to the plan. 
But they will be outweighed. 

For those who favor this plan, or any other 
feasible plan, it offers a solution to the Hebrew 
School problem in a much greater degree than 
has heretofore ever been envisioned. Not only 
will Jewish children receive instruction in Jud- 
aism, but they will receive it in an orderly and 
organized way, under which they will not have 
to sacrifice a major part of their afternoons in 
envious dintinction to their non-Jewish friends 
who have what day light remains for play and 
entertainment. 





Will The Z. 0. A. Accept The Challenge

Why The Jews Are Persecuted

ant pen to discuss the Jews. ‘The following 
article was written especially for Liberty, na- 
tional weekly magazine.

URELY the Jews are the most remarkable 

race that ever dwelt on this earth. When they 

were a poor people of peasants and shepherds 
dwelling on a rugged plateau covering ground 
no more extensive than Wales, they produced 
the most sublime literature that ever issued from 
the pen of men. When they were a despisd pro- 
vince ina great empire, they found a religion 
which finally conquered their conquerors and is 
today the accepted faith of the most powerful 
nations on earth. The very fact of their sur- 
vival as a separate race, under the adversities 
and tribulations through which they have pas- 
sed, demonstrates their inherent vitality and in- 
domitable spirit. To quote the words of Wal- 
ter Scott, describing the maltreatment of the 
Jews in England during the Middle Ages: 
“There was no race existing on the earth, in 
the air, or the waters, who were the object of 
such an unintermitting, general, and relentless 
persecution as the Jews of this period...... Nor- 
man, Saxon, Dane and Briton, however adverse 
these races were to each other, contended which 
should look with greatest destation upon a peo- 
ple whom it was accounted a Bae of religion 
to hate, to revile, to despise, to plunder and to 
persecute.” 

But the Jews have endured all these exper- 
iences for thirty centuries, and still they are five 
times as numerous and many times more power- 
ful than they were in the greatest days of their 
national glory. Their escape from complete an- 
nihilation is probably due to the fact Get per- 


secution was never simultaneous in all countries. 
When greed and bigotry combined to maltreat 
the Jew in one land, he always found refuge in 
another. We have had an illustration quite re- 
cently of fleeing from the face of danger to more 
tranquil regions. When Hitler drove the Jews 
from all the high places which their genius had 
won for them in Germany—France, Britain, 
America, and Holland opened their gates wide to 
the exiles of Nazism. The Red Sea has always 
opened its waters at the critical hour for this 
persecuted people. 


They claim to be the chosen people of the 
Deity. There is certainly warrant for the claim 
in so far at it refers to one period in their amaz- 
ing career. They were selected by Providence 
as the medium for the delivery of the greatest 
spiritual message ever sent from on high. No 
one can read the story of the Jewish race with- 
out understanding why it was especially deputed 
to convey to mankind this most exalted but at 
the same time most challenging truth. 


But the most unaccountable mystery in he 
history of the Jews is the persistence, the source, 
and the intensity of their persecution through- 
out the ages. What makes it all the more inex- 
plicable is the contrast between the treatment 
accorded to the Jews in Christian countries and 
that which they have received under Moslem rule. 
The warlike followers of Mohammed extended the 
fullest religious freedom to the Jews, who re- 
garded both Christ and Mohammed as false in- 
terpreters of the God of Israel. Neither Sar- 
acen nor Moor interfered with the religious wor- 
ship of the Jewish communities in their midst. 
They profited enormously by this statesmanlike 
attitude. In science and in art the superiority 
of the early Moslems is attributable to the Jews. 
Christian countries were improvished by the way 
in which, under the influence of the clergy, they 
suppressed and limited Jewish activities.

Margoshes in his column of the 
New York “Day” reprinted a let- 
ter by a local Nazi-group, the Ger- 
man Citizens Protective League, 
attacking the Non-Sectarian Anti- 
Nazi League. ‘lio this Dr. Marg- 
oshes added further abuse and 
ridicule by jealously minimizing 
the acknowledged activities of the 
Anti-Nazi League, the organiza- 
tion which inaugurated and is pros- 
ecuting-the boycott against Nazi- 
made goods, Nazi shipping and 
services. 

In answer to this unwarranted 
attack, Dr. S. Dudovsky, a member 
of the Executive Committee of the 
Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi League, 
wrote an open letter to Dr. Marg- 
oshes with the fair request for 
publication. 

Twelve days have elapsed—Dr. 
Margoshes has not published this 
letter; we are therefore calling at- 
tention to the disruptive and most 
unfair conduct of certain jealous 
individuals. 





Dear Dr. Margoshes: 

Many thanks for your attempt 
to defend the Non-Sectarian Anti- 
Nazi League in your issue of Feb- 
ruary 7th, against the Nazis mas- 
querading as the “German Citizens 
Protective League’”’. 

Perhaps we were really wrong 
in ignoring them. We were under 
the impression that their claims 
that we foment race hatred, pass 
laws, invade public schools, ete., 
are so preposterous that only 
dyed-in-the-wool Nazis and morons 
would take them seriously or pay 
attention to them. And we do not 
cherish the hope of converting 
either of the above groups to our 
way of thinking! 

But thank you just the same for 
defending the Non-Sectarian Anti- 
Nazis League and its president, 
Mr. Samuel Untemyer. However, 
in your eagerness to come to our 
defense, you made certain state- 
ments which need a few correc- 
tions. 

In the very first paragraph of 
your interesting column you state: 
“While Samuel Untermyer has, 
no doubt, been a pillar of strength 
to the boycott of German-made 
goods and services, he has con- 
stantly and consistently retard- 
ed all efforts in the directon of 
a unification of all agencies en- 
gaged in the boycott movement 

in this country.” 

Of course the last few years 
were crowded with so many and 
such important events that one 
cannot expect the mind of a busy 
man, like you, to retain all the 
facts he once knew. We there- 
fore wish to repay your kindness 
to the League by refreshing your 
memory with a few facts of the 
not so very long ago. 

The American Jewish Congress 
was against the boycott even after 
the Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi 
League, then known as the Amer- 
ican League for the Defense of 
Jewish Rights, was leading a suc- 
cessful boycott movement. You, 
Dr. Margoshes, were at the pier 
on that memorable Sunday, August 
8, 1933, and saw the unprecedented 
greeting tendered by scores of 
thousands of our citizens to Mr. 
Untermyer when he returned from 
Europe as the leader of the boy- 
cott movement. I know you were 
there, for you left the pier in my 
company, in my car. The Amer- 
ican Jewish Congress was then 
still against the boycott! 

And when public opinion forced 
the leaders of the American Jew- 
ish Congress to declare themselves 
in favor of this movement, did 
they, like befits gentlemen, recog- 
nize their error and throw their 
support behind the already exist- 
ing and _ functioning boycott 
league? Perhaps your recollection 
on this point is not very clear: 
They did not! They ignored the 
past and nonchallantly declared 
themselves leaders of the boycott 
movement. 

Yes, there were unsuccessful at- 
tempts to unite the boycott activ- 
ities of both organizations, Con-
